Like actors hoping 49 be discovered in a drug store, football 
players are also anxiously waiting to. be discovered. Each year 
the professional football teams hold their own lottery and draft 


the top college footbail prospects in he nation. That’s one draft 


any man wouldn’t mind going in. : 

Who decides if a college player has ‘the potential for making 
it in the professional ranks? 

During a UNO football practice in early September the head 
scout from the Dallas Cowboys, Frank Kilroy happened to be 
there. 

Kilroy has the experience to judge pro football material. ‘For 
21 years he played with. the Philadelphia Eagles. He was an 
assistant coach with the Washington Redskins until 1966. 

The head scout talked about scouting in general. 


“Most scouts use a five-point program in evaluating college. 
prospects. The first area studied is character evaluation. We get. 


this information from the player’s coach,” said Kilroy:° 

Kilroy then explained the second point..‘‘We need to know 
each candidate’s athletic ability... We look at his quickness, bal- 
ance. agility and co-ordination.” 


The third point concerns competitiveness and dedication; 
According to Kilroy, “The player must be tough. ‘and agressive; 


he must have pride.” 


Through interviews with the eonetiay: Kilroy learns. -About the’ 
players’ mental awareness. “In.this area, I find out if the pros-" 


pect is'easy to coach.’ Kilroy went on-to say that He also wants 
players who can adjust and react easily to.game. plans: :. ; 

He even rates the human anatomy of each player. ‘ We ‘tauat 
know how strong he is and whether he, has hitting. ability.” 

; Kilroy and his staff have been busy since last: April in pre- 
paring for this fall’s scouting activity. “We look ‘at individuals in 
fall: practice, in an early gamé and. late in the. season:, In ‘pro- 
fessional football you try to:take the best players,”’... .-. 
Kilroy said specialization is the key in college football, 

‘toon: football helps a man learn to play’ a 1 special area. More, in- 
dividual*coaching helps too.” :
